In 
tills, the la^t dcl)atc of the second 
round, F. V. Stono and G. D. Mc- 
lntyre defeated G. Drodcrick and II. 
Costello. 

'n.-iilv.ays owned by |)a,s.-ensc.-.s 
l)ring on a national tax, no matte.- 
wliat U i.s called," stated Costello i.i 
opi'iiing. "If a railway Is under in- 
dividual control. It operates - niei-^ly 
for private interests. Under govern- 
ment control, tho tuxes paid to tho 
goveri-iinont would go to enrich tho 
revenues of the govcrnniont, which 
would not bc so If railways were 
under jirivalo coiilroi. All coiilrol uC 
railways is taken up with an idea to 
increase profit. In J913 tho C.P.n. 
rates were far above those of the In- 
ternational Hallway, showing that the 
Government Is not < ill to make money 
at the people's expense." 

In reply F. V. Slonç drew atlcii-' 
lion to tho fact that tr.-Una In the 
West arc often very late. He .stati-1 

j that Ills opponents were advocatln-^ 
that tlic C.P.n. should bc under thu 
control oE the government. "The 
ownership of railways by governnieiil.s 
Is neither (heoretlcal or practical. If 
llK; ^o\-e.i'!imeiU v.crc to iiiircli.-i.s<3 Iiio 
CP.

Paul do .Marky w.as born In Hun- 
gaiT. I'o studied piano under tho fa- 
mous Stephen Tii.'man. a piijul of 
Liszt. During tlio same i>.>riod lie at- 
tended the Budapest University ot 
haw, ,whero ho miulo his final oxami- 
natlons on November ïist, 1923. On 
the same evening ho made his de)>ut 
.IS a concert pianist before a clamor- 
ous audience and decided lo pursue 
this profession. His career since then 
has boon a, storm ot successes, ihc 
musical critics ncclalming him be- 
causo of his poetic delicacy of style 
and facile beauty of technique.

Former Montreal Pastor Gave 
Dramatic Recital Here 
Last Night 

The large audience whit-h galiio-.-id 
l ;-t evening in K innaiiuel L'lili.wi 
' 'liiJi-c-ii lo ii'-a:- 1>;-. .1. \v. G. "War,! 
sive an address en Je-.omo K. .loromo 
listened aitonlively for one hour and 
a h.alf to tho speaker's excellent in- 
terpretation ot popuKar pas?,lgc-.s fr'.ni 
the works of the fanjous Eneli^h an- 
llior. Dr. Ward pointed out tliat .loroiii-.' 
was more than a clerk. Journalist, 
at-to;-. and playwright, he was a teach- 
er of the liuman .soul. 

Commencing with a brief sl;.;-te!i of 
•Ir.-omc's life 1>:-. Ward .■^tatc! iha; he 
had had many worries but tiiat he 
overcame them as illustrated by tlic 
sub.stilution of the title "Jovial Kind- 
ly .lester" tor Jerome K. Jerome Born 
in a comfortable iiomo, thoiju-h th.; 
son of a tninistcr. he was accustonicl 
to the best, until financial disastt;- 
des^ended upon the family. 

Early Life Hard 

Facod with .adversit.'- at tiie age of 
1.1, Jerome entered London, the mocca 
of fortmie-seeker.s. with half a crown 
in his pocket. His first position was 
th.at ot a railway clerk which he con- 
tinued to wo-.-k at for throe years tin- 
til he conceived Iiio id'-a of being an 
actor. From his fir.st ro!e as an !m- 
macui.ale gtv>d-for.noililng, ho cvent- 
unlly reached Shakcspearr. 

New Ambition 

Finally .lerome decided to ailopt 
story-writing as his profossion. At 
the age of thirty he had 1-veconie fam- 
ous, -Three .Men in a Boat" being his 
fhief means to that end. Ho originally 
Intended it to Ixr a serious history of 
the Tlva-nos. but .sinre 1; w.i.s written 
on his liono.nnoon, il as.siinied .a much 
lighter trend. 

"Three Men in a Boat*' 

Dr. Ward recounted In brilliant 
style the genera! theme or tlie book 
wliich is briefly .as follows: Di.«oovcr- 
ing from patent medicines and library 
books that he has the syniplom-t of 
practically every dise.ase, Jerome de- 
cides that he needs .a rest and a 
change.

"Being hard i.;-ers<;il fo." money, he 
made a lecture tour of America, it 
was on this tour that v. c come to a 
rctiiarkablo proof of '.'.nil power and 
ciianii of personality of '.vlili;!! all who 
mot hini spoke, and of his amazing 
gift as a conversationalist. On one 
occasion, ho went, nioro from a spirit 
of adventure than anyihlns else, into 
one of the toughest mining towns of 
tho Middle West lo Incturo in tho 
leading saloon.

The lira', 
thing that caught ills eye was .a sigli, 
"Don't shoot tho pUiiist; he is do- 
ing his best." This, he said, took him 
back a bit, but ho started his lecturo 
on the Knçli.^h Honaissancc. Tho 
crowd, \\hii.-',i 111'! '.'C'.-ii i-oiiildorably 
prejudiced by hi.-; appe.irtnce, bardly 
understood n. word of what he was 
saying, but within five tnlnutes tUey 
vv cro as quid as sheep and listened 
without a murmer to ih« end. When 
he had finished they gave a party in 
his honour and pre.-iotitod him with 
a iiUiT'jei of sola, and all declared, as 
ho amusedly rcmarke, th.at ho wu a 
"good guy." 

Cameron described ilio events of hi.s 
lif>.\ ot his return to England, lie cut 
hi.s iiair and abtiiidoncd ills ancient 
dre.-s. He bosan to iitlurc, and edit- 
ed a member of iiiaguzinoa. Di-scussing 
lii.s stylo, and subject mattor, he said, 
"Wilde never penned an ugly or of- 
fensive lino' in his life. Even his ene- 
mies, and tliclr name i.s K-i;ii..n, luivc 
never succeeded in fimliiig anything 
', viil-rjar, sii:.;^f<i: vo or immoral in his 
work-'." In these year.s ho was a bril- 
linnt figure in London society and sto- 
ries ot his charm .anil wit were 
numerous. Ho bes-aii publishing plays 
In isr>:.

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SIR VINCENT MEREDITH 

Sir Vincent .Meredith, a great banker and 
a noble i)liilaiitliropi.st. has passed. Willi liis 
going Canada .<urt'er.s a grievous loss, and Mc- 
Gill Univur.-siiy. loo. .-shares this loss as does the 
Royal Victoria irosj)ital. He was a governor of 
the fornu'r. and .-^lm viu] .several year.s as prc.'ii- 
dent of the latter. Hc^^ide this he did much in 
promoting the work of the Parks and Play- 
• grounds As.sociation. 

Not on'y did he do much toward obviating 
suffering through hi.s philanthropy, but Sir 
Vincblit .Mcn^ditli kopl tlip eultural and ?.\)or\- 
ing a.spoct.s of life also before hi.s eye through 
hi.s long and ardimu.s career, .'.niong his many 
inlcre.'^l.s wa.s the .Art Association of Montreal 
which he .«r-rvoil h.h honorary president. 

At the l'"ail Convocation in 19'2T. Sir Vin- 
cent Meredith received the Honorary LL.D. de- 
gree' from ]\IcGilI. and tiie .same year, the de- 
gree of D.C.L. from the Univer-sity of Bi-shop's 
College, Lennoxville. in recognition of his great 
devotion to .^^trvicc. 

We lose a great figure: one llial will .sur- 
vive in Canadian history, and we mourn him 
deeply.

Uncouth outbursts of "college .spirit" in 
jiublic jilaces resulting in damage to i)roperty, 
have cau.scd in the pa.^t ai least one benefactor 
of ^IcGill to refu.se to contribute towards the 
erection of new building.?. Such was the remark 
of a ^FcGill piofcs.sor during a lecture I'ecent- 
ly. It wa.s the belief of this man, that as long 
as .stud.ciits exhibit such evidence of a lack of 
good taste, they were not worthy of his sup- 
jiort or encouragement. 

Siicii outbur.st.s do liappcn. and at such' 
time.s, for a .<hoi i dizzy space of time, students 
are full in tlie glare of public eye. And so the 
public get a picture of collegiate life which is 
only strengthened by the flood of collegiate 
literature, in wliicli tlio collegiate .student is 
pictured as one who .spend.s nio.sl of his time 
struming a ukeleic, dangling a "fag" from a 
cornel- of his mouth, or having a high time at 
a dance. 

The wor.st of it is that this impression 
.seeiiLs ju.'tified when, in everyday life, a few 
local students continually act in a rowdy and 
"tinhorn" way. before the public. 

Till' fad is that students actua|lj;;^|pend 
mo.st of tiicir time, unobslrusively engaged in 
the pur.suit of their studies. The public may not 
.see them, but they are accomplishing things 
which are far i-emoved from the .superficial no- 
tions with which Ihey appeal' to concern them- 
selves. 

If these few "collegian.s" would u.se better 
judgment in llieir actions before un.sympathetic 
and skeptical public, much trouble would be 
avoided, and .sludenl.'; would be seen in a truer 
light, and would Ije better understood.

Ill approaching a subject such as this. I am c.vpo.'^ing

Drinking' i-- <^'.\r of the world's oldest and ir.osl popular 
iiiftiiutioiiv .'■'o old :!. in fart, ti-.at there arc those, who 
claim tlia: its i.'ii.k;i;i li'' i;i t'r.o ;i..l!(..v. ing incident. One d.iy 
.\dam brought Uvc a sift of choice grapef. which he had 
transported in a cocoa-nut .=hell frotn a distant grove. Kvc 
on tasting one of the grapes, immediately expectorated, at 
the same liijic c.Nclaiming that the «rapi^ had I peculiar 
taste. \Vhcren)ion, Adam, very luiiicry. and less particular, 
after his long walk, ale up tlie whole cluster of fermented 
grajKs, for this is what had happened to them in the inter- 
val of their tr.insportation. and soon after felt into a state 
of inebriation. "It was while in this state," remark Ihc com- 
mentaries, "that .\dam succumbed to Eve's proffering of the 
apple." 

1 fiid after through iiivcstig.iiioii tliat tlicrc is no veri- 
fication to this story, so that while there is probably much 
nuih to it, we accept or reject it, according to our individual 
inclination. There i.s no dinibt, however, al>out the serious 
cfTecLs of liquor on a dtsctiidaul of .-Xdam, Xoah, whom, we 
arc told, after hU lca\ ing the ark, planted a vineyard, press- 
ed the grapes, and got drunk on the product thereof. The 
story which is recorded in Chapter -9 of Genesis, ami which 
for ica'^e.ns of modesty, 1 camiot reprint in these columns, 
u-lls 115 eif the imporiaiit consefiuenccs on the destinies of a 
third part of ;hc l;um,i;i race. Iiroiighl about by the over- 
indulgence of our first wine-dealer in his own wares. The 
story, too, demonstrates that the abuse of drinking and 
drunkenesb were not later developments, but were evils Ijorn 
at the same time as the institution. Our first dridker was 
our first drunk, and ever since, al'limisjh rondiiion"; liavc 
considerably improved, drinking has born a stigma in that 
it implys drunkencss. 

There must have been something about drinking, how- 
ever, that took it out of the class of mediocre institutions. I 
have [Kiintcd in a previous paper that smoking was a sacred 
practice rimoiig one particular people — the Indians. As a 
ceremonial rite, however, drinking has gone much further. 
There is probably not a' creed or religion sect on earth, 
which has not at one time or other included drinking in its 
religious ccrcmonits. The Semitic peoples made use of win? 
at certain seasons of the year as a ceremonial commodityi 
Tlic Bible makes reference again and again to the measures 
of wine to be brought as sacrifices for different occasions. 
The ancient Greeks were well-acquainted with the use of 
the foaming sobbcl at their festivals, and Horace, the Latin 
poet, devotes too nuiiiy lines fin niy opinionl to the enrol- 
ment of the "hundred years old Carcnban,'' ind the "bright 
l-'alcrnian wine"'. The Christian religion itself bears witness 
to this historical phenomenon in the doctrine of transubstan- 
liation, and if this column were not so litnited, 1 might add 
a long list of religion creeds, and describe their ceremonial 
use of wine— a fascinating subject, reaHy! 

Xot only has liquor been a ceremonial commodity to be 
Used in the worship of the various gods, but, it has itself 
been the object of worship. So influenced were the aitctcnts 
by drinking (both in a literal and literary sense) that they 
personified wine in the person of the "God of Wine". 
Bacchus, who henceforth btcame the most popular of all the 
deities. Wc have references to him iii Virgil's Acnid ; for when 
the i>oel wishes to draw our aUcntion to certain aspects of 
the processions mentioned in his epic, he likens them to the 
"Bacchanalian parade--," ceremonies ot great Splendour iind 
e.siravagencc in honour of the Wine-God. 

.Mthough in a literal sense the worship of wine died out 
with a decline in a belief in the deities, yet in a broader 
sense, the w'orship of wine rctnaincd,' and men either in 
groups or as individuals paid tribute to the god of drinking. 
Men went to drink for consolation, for .support, for strength. 
W'ha'. more could be c.\pccted from any go<l? Aud where 
could one find a god like wine that never failed? Under 
the influence of drink inen sometimes committed the most 
hideous outrages, but at other times the bravest, most un- 
selfish dtcds; just as oriental priests under the influence of 
a religious fknaticism had, in earlier days, performed won- 
derful feats. Drink banished the inhibitions and under its 
influence, freed from the restraint of reasçn, man. pressed 
forward, in all his pristivc courage and ovércame the enemy. 
The most picturesque, the most glorious battles have been 
fought between soldiers, to whom wine was prohibited only 
by virtue of a lack of means, and it is a notorious fact that 
soldiers arc the heaviest drinkers in the world— from gen- 
erals down to raw recruits. Thus, all through the ages, wine 
has helped man to forget himself; and this forgetting of 
self, this banishing of the most obvious of man's weaknesses, 
has helped to strengthen him for his fight against the enemy, 
whether that enemy were man, beast or problem. Wine has 
Ijctn a medicine to the spirit as well as to the body, and its 
i proiier place in affecting world history is hard to determine, 
! "But", say tr.>me of my audience, "wlulc liquor has help- 
ed Uic lower classes, stich as common soldiers aiid the like, 
how about our great men? Look at George Washington 
Was he not a tee-lotallcr?"' And I answer, "I,ct us look at 
George \\'ashington". I'*or many years Washington was 
regardc<l as a sort of divinity, who was far ;d)ovc indulging 
those tastes common to mere mortals. By the recent treat- 
ment of George Washington by biographies who deal with 
him, psychologically, however, wc find that he was not 
averse to drinking— nay— tlmt hs was capable of imbibing 
more than the average man. Xor did it prevent him from 
being "I'"athcr of his Country." I suspect it rather helped 
his busy mind to function as it did. Kor have our other great 
men of the past been "tce-totallers" in any sense of lite 
word. Pot one thing, drinking was so strongly cstablisiied an 
institution that it was taken as a matter of r.our.se. Hr. 
Johnson tells us that the pocple of his native town were 
ilrunk every evening. Then there was the matter of inclina 
tion. The great men of the past, as a whole, have,s«çn no 
harm in drinking, have enjoyed their drink, and proliably 
found advantages in the after-effects. 

Our great women drinkers have not been so fortunate, 
In fact, drinking seems to have been to them a harbinger of 
evil. Cleopatra was a notorious drinker whom w« are told 
dissolved pearls in her wine. She came to a bad end. Virgil 
tells n.s lhat Dids, Oueen of C'arihagc, at the feast in honoiu' 
eif Aeneas, partook of the foaminR' Robbr.l. Who has read 
of the sufferings and idtimaic .suicide of the nnbap|iy Did*,

After a qulci i>«rlod 
he took to drink and spent his last 
months in Paris where ho set about to 
drink himself to doabh. Two weeks 
later ho died in terrible ngony.

Blind Flying Is 
Possible, Says 
French Expert 



(Continued from ptige one) 
and nruRsels, and recounted a,n ex 
ample front his own expeiMenco" of 
blind flying. Several .slides were 
shown or aerial radio stations In 
Kranc*, and of radio equipment on 
different types ot planes. 

In America, the lecturer c:icplaln- 
ed, the beacon system is prefciTcd to 
the radlo;;onlomoler. These arc 
special sending sttilions. which at's 
heard very loud in one direction and 
lower In the others. Thus a pilot may 
roadlly observe whether he Is follow- 
ing his true conr.'^e or not. 

"With pilot in.MtruinonIs and radio, 
it is po.ssible to go from one point to 
another; but, arriving by air, it la 
necessary to land. Rlind landing i.s 
actually impo?.'--lblc . It nccesK'.lates at 
least two conditions. Tho first is to 
arrive exactly at the field, and t!ie 
second is to know exactly the dis- 
tance from Ho ground. 

"It Is actually possible to fly blin.l 
with very gre.it accuracy, conllnuoJ 
M. Franck, "by means of the loading 
cable; but there are no practical 
means to know the distance from the 
protind. Many experiments have been 
made in that way. and it is to I'e 
hoped thai a solution of that impor- 
tant pro'uiem w"ill soon be found. 
Alany pilots of the air mall actutillv" 
bii; also "y blind usiner th<i instruments and 
ihe radio, but their sa.fety will be 
still greater when they will be able tu 
land blind," 

.\u American Improvement of the 
beacon sy.stem consists of a visible 
indicator on the plane, which actually 
-iiow.i the flyer whether he Is deviat- 
ing to right or left of his course. 
The beacon system Is used for mAll 
flyiin; liy night between New ■\'ork 
and CFjveland and other .\me:-ican 
ooniivrs. Scvcnil slides, showing the 
location uf radio beacon station, an.l 
M'eatlier charts were thrown oh the 
.«creen, niid a.1so pictures of various 
airports lighted for night flying. 

.SikIi facilitio.'î a» llghtins systems' 
and radio direction finder."? are neces- 
sary for the reg'ular and safe opera- 
lion of any air route, and such im- 
provcmcnt,<i and inventions as slots 
;ind the auto-gyro will do much to 
remove the danger of blind landings. 

>I. Franck concluded by remark- 
ing that aviation and radio hav», been 
developed side by .side, and that pro- 
3VCSS in the one has been mc^ by 
improvements in tho other. 

Dr. Eve and Dr. King both ex- 
pressed their appreciation of the lec- 
ture, and moved a vote of llianks '.o 
tho -spoalier.
